But that ſome Advice is needful, is too plain by the Ex- 
periences of Biſhops and Arch-Deacons in their reſpective 
Vifications ; who cannot be ſufficiently informed of the 
evil Lives and Manners either of the Clergy or Laity, or 
of the Defects of things requiſite in and about the Pa- 
riſh · Churches, or of other Buildings that are out of Or- 
der, and therefore cannot corre& what is amiſs, nor ſup- 
ply what is wanting, but by the Aſſiſtance of the Church- 


Wardens ; for the proper way to come to the Knowledge 


of theſe Diſorders and Scandals, is by their Preſent ments, 
according to thoſe Articles that are delivered to them.

needs be Men of different Abilities and Capacities, ha-

And indeed ſome General Rules of Advice may ſerve 
ſufficiently for Men that have the General Qualification 
of Fideluy and Honeſty, which all Church-wardens ought to 
have. They ought to underſtand the Senſe and Obliga- 
tion of an Oatb, grounded upon the Belief and Fear of 
God, and of the Account that muſt be made hereafter of 
the Diſcharge of their Truſt ; and if they have this 
Qualification, however unlearned or unskilful they may 
otherwiſe be, and of whatſoever Condition and Quality, 

they are capable of performing this Office. | 
I therefore apply my felf to you the Church-w37dens 
and Sides-men of the ſeveral Pariſhes within my Dioceſe, 
as honeſt and faithful Men, and expect ſuch Aſſiſtance 
from you in my Viſitation as belongs to your Office, by 
preſenting all things that may come, by diligent and im- 
partial Enquiry, to your Knowledge, that are fit to be 
preſented. „ 5 

I know you will labour under ſome Temptations and 
Difficulties, in diſcharging your Duty faithfully. 

You may be ſollicited by ſome Offenders to conceal their 
Faults, although notorious enough. Perſons of Quai 
and Effate may expect and demand ſome Connivances 
Others may promiſe Amendment for the future, if they 
may be ſpared for the preſent. Dependance. and Relatin, 
and Civility will ſometimes ſway. And the ſaving Charges 
and Expences, in the rectifying things that are amiß, 
and providing things that are wanting, will gratify the 
Generality of the Pariſh, 

Theſe Motives may prevail with Men of mean Condi- 
tion, and poor Spirits, and no Conſcience. But on the 
other ſide, the Oath of God is, and ought to be, a 4 
tive greater than all thefe, eſpecially with Men that have 
any Belief of Religion, or any Senſe of God, who is the 
main Object of our Fear and Hope 
Such as ſet God before their Eyes in what they do, 
eſpecially in what they do deliberately. would not be 
guilty of Perjury for all the World; knowing this, That 

they muſt either Repent or be damned for it. It is not che 
Fear of ſome Men, nor the Fayour of others, _ can 
etray

betray ſuch a Man to act againſt his Conſcience; or, af- 
ter Conſideration, to ſwear falſly, and to damn his own 


Soul to fave other Mens Purſes, and Reputation. 


I doubt not therefore, but that all of you who have 
been bred up in the Knowledge, and Belief of God, and 
of the Chriſtian Religion, and that part of it particu- 
larly which is the Fudgment to come, will uſe great De- 
liberation, and take care to keep a good Conſcience in 
the Faithful Performance of your Duty, of which you 
muſt give an account, knowing that by your Oath you 
call God to be your Witneſs and Jour Fudge. 

Nor are you to ſet God before your Eyes only as a 
Judge and an Avenger, but alſo as an Encourager and Re- 
warder of all thoſe that perform their Truſts and Duties 


fait bf ully z of what kind ſoever. | 


It is an acceptable Service to God to promote the good 
Government and Diſcipline of the Church of Chriſt, and he 
will reward you for it. 

It is in your Power to bring Offenders into Light and 
View, which may be a good means to reclaim and 
reform them. One, a; 

You. may difcover ſecret Sinners, and check: the 
Propbane., the Blaſphemeus, and Scandalous of all Qua. 


lities. 


Even thoſe that ſerve in the ſacred Miniſtry, are not 
exempt from your Notice and Obſervation; and to ſig- 
nify their Miſcarriages, with due Reverence to their 
Otfice, may be a means to bring them into better Con- 
duct and Regularity, 

It is in ſome meaſure within your Power, that as ei- 


ther Fornicators , nor Idolaters, nor Adulterers, nor Effemi- 
nate, nor Abaſers of themſelves with mankind, nor Thicwes, 


nor Covetous, nor Drunkards, nor Revilers, nor Extortioners, 
ſhall inberit the Kingdom of Cod in Heaven; ſo they may 
not enjoy the Privileges of it upon Earth, without Re- 


pentance and Reformation, 1 Cor. 6. 9, 10. 


It is in your Power to ſecure the Revenues of the Church 


from Spoil and Sacrilege , by giving in exact and faithful 


Terrars, in which I deſire you to be very careful and juſt.

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"You may do right to the Poor, as well as to other Pa- 


riſhioners, by diſcovering the Abuſes that are committed 
in the Uſe, and Diſtribution of publick and charitable 
Donations; Which Abuſes are too common. 5 


You may render the Publick Worſhip and Ser vice of 
God eaſy and agreeable, by providing all things requi- 
ſite and convenient for the Performance of it. As for 
Inſtance, | 


1. That the Seats 0 Floors of the Church and 


| Chance! be ſo diſpoſed, that the People may 


kneel, and not lean, in the time of Prayer. 


2. That the Holy Sacraments of Baptiſm and 
the Lord's Supper, which are ſolemn Chriſtian 
Rites, may be adminiſtred orderly, in their 

proper, Places, with decent Utenſils and Orna- 
ments, and without Confuſion. 


It is your Duty to preſerve that part of the Church 
which appertains to the Pariſhioners in good Repair ; 
and to preſent the Defects of the Cbancel, where there 
are any ſuch; That ſo the whole Fabrick may be main- 
tained both within, and without, as it becomes a Place 
ereted and conſecrated to the Uſes of Religion. That 
there be nothing wanting or miſuſed which the Canon 


requires; and that the Church be kept, at leaſt, as clean 


as you would do your own Houſes. . 


Many other Inſtances there are, wherein you may be 
uſeful in the Pariſhes where you are concerned ; But I 
cannot now, and I hope I need not mention them all. If 
vou diſcharge the whole fairh/ully, and impartially, God 

will bleſs and reward you, and good Men will praiſe 
you, and evil Men will fear, but not injure you ; and, 
what ought further to encourage you, your own Conſci- 
ences will acquit you. |

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Now in order to this, I ſhall only add theſe ſhore 
Directions. | 48 | 


1. That you Read, or cauſe to be read deliberately to 
you, this Paper of Advice, together with the Articles, 
before you come to the Viſitation, taking the Aſſiſtance 
of your Miniſter. 


2. That you recollect what you know, or have heard 
of any thing which is Matter of ill Fame or Scandal, 
within your Pariſh ; and examine into it thoroughly and 
impartially, that you may, if it be poſſible, know the 
certain Truth of it. 1 5 


3. That you look ſtrictly into, and about the Church, 
and Church-yard, that you may fee what is out of Re- 
pair, or wanting, according to the Articles, and Re- 
pair and Supply what you can before the Viſitation. If 
you have not time for all, Preſent what is amiſs, and 
time may be given. Particularly, fee that the Bible, and: 
Common-Prayer-Books, and other Books mentioned in the 
Articles, be perfect and well covered, and that all the 
Utenſi/s of the Church be ſuch as the Canon requires; 
and take care of one other thing, which is much neglect- 
ed about moſt Churches, that you cut down and root up 
ſuch Trees as grow within the Walls or about the Foun- 
dations, which do much Damage to the Fabrick. 


4. When you come to the Place of Viſitation , that: 
you forbear the taking of any Refreſhment before you 
]0 to Church, that you may behave your ſelves orderly in 
the time of Divine Service and Sermon. This alſo will 
diſpoſe you to take your Oaths ſeriouſly and gravely, as in 
the Sight and Preſence of God. It is a fad thing to ſee 
how careleſly and inconſiderately ſome Men ſwear in 
Publick Courts, both Eccleſiaſtical and Civil. 5 


5. That 


F. That your Entertainment afterwards, and at all other 
times in Pariſh Buſineſs, be moderate 3 which will not on- 
ly ſave the Pariſh ſome Charges, which you (being only 
intruſted by them) ought to conſider, but alſo it may be 
a means to prevent intemperauce, which belides the Evil of 
it, is alſo at ſuch a time more ſcandalous, and what it is 
your Duty to Preſent others for, and therefore you ſhould 
not practiſe it your ſelves. 


If you obſerve this Advice -and Directions, you will 
perform your Duty uſefully to the Church, and com- 
fortably to your ſelves; And I pray God Almighty 


make you ſenſible of the Obligation you lie under ſo 
to do.
